done together. This problem can 
be stamped out or minimized to a 
great extent if every cattle owner 
will spray at least once in a sea¬ 
son. If you haven’t an outfit of 
your own there will probably be 
custom sprayers at work who will 
be glad to do the spraying for you. 

In some countries of Europe 
where thy have been attacking this 
problem systematically for a few 
years the incidence has been re¬ 
duced from a high percentage to 
almost nil. 

Most everyone has no\v heard of 
the new treatment by way of 
systemics, this is done after all fly 
activity is over. There are several 
precautions that must be taken, 
and if you are considering its use 
it would be a good idea to consult 
> our veterinarian as to cost and 
administration. 

Recently we dealt with the 
finding of the various co- 
operators across the country and 
presented to the National Weed 
Committee, in regard to cultiva¬ 
tion methods of controlling wild 
oats. We will try at this time to 
present the results of the latest 
chemical expernnents for their 
control. These tiials were received 
from 9 locations in 1957, they 
deal in all with 24 chemical com¬ 
pounds. Randox tests were quite 
erratic and showed almost com¬ 
plete to little or no control, with 
one exception, th" method of in¬ 
corporating the chemical into the 
soil did not seem to be too im¬ 
portant. Th<‘ exceptions noted re¬ 
ferred..to the incorporation of 
glandular material. In one in¬ 
stance, no significant difference 
was noted between the liquids and 
grandular forms, while in others 
four pounds of glandular material 
per acre appeared to be much

pared to on equal rate of liquid 
material. Some success was at¬ 
tained. with the chemical Tetrach- 
lorobenzene incorporated .into the 
soil. Other materials that showed 
some promise were FQTC. TCA. 2, 
3,6. T.B.A. D.C.V. COT, 3Y9 Emid. 
Siniizin, C.I.l’.C. and I.P.C. in pre- 
planting treatments reduced wild 
oat stands by 80 r ’ r or better, hut 
crop damage was severe with all 
chemicals. 

Mr. Leggett remarks that chemi¬ 
cal control of wild oats has in the 
past few years gone through a 
transition period. First the rhend- 
rals^-ere applied to the wild oats 
in tm'“Crop. This was followed by 
pre-emergence treatments. While 
most ol the emphasis at present is 
nn pre-planting treatments. Tills 
latter method has given the most 
promising leads. Those chemicals 
that have only destroyed germina¬ 
ting seedlings or just caused a de¬ 
lay in germination ran he consider¬ 
ed unsatisfactory. 

It is evident from past and pre¬ 
sent results that the search should 
lead to a chemical thnt will ef¬ 
fectively destroy the germinabilify 
of wild oats in the soil. The re¬ 
sults indicate, to date that these 
chemicals are severe in cereal 
crops. Such chemicals can be ap¬ 
plied in the .summerfallow season 
and crop tolerance data collected 
the following year.

Why treat cattle for warbles, 
lice and mange? 

Nearly all large ranchers and 
dairy men have their cattle treat¬ 
ed, because they know it pays. 
Warbles become heel flies and 
they chase cattle to shade, water, 
through fences, etc. Therefore 
they are running off your profit 
when they should be eating lo 
make you money. Spraying for 
warbles this year means Jess 
warbles next year, therefore your 
cattle winter belter, cheaper and 
less apt to get other diseases. 

See your agriculturist .or your 
veterinarian for further details. 

Your cattle should be treated in" 
this area as soon after March 15, 
as weather will permit. 

To significantly lower the fly 
population in any given area, all 
of the farmers in the area should 
treat for warbles. This is 
absolutely necessary because un¬ 
treated cattle re-infeet treated 
cattle.
